Re: Susan Edith Saxe - Former FBI Top Ten Fugitive 


Dear Sir: 

On Monday, June 9, 1975, defendant, Susan Saxe, 
entered a plea of guilty to an indictment charging her with 
unlawful posssgssion of a molotov cocktail and aiding and 
abetting an armed bank robbery. The indictment arose from 
an offense in Philadelphia on September 1, 1970, wherein 
Susan Saxe and co-defendant, Stanley Ray Bond, robbed the ; 

Bell Savings and Loan Association. Stanley Ray Bond was 
previously tried, convicted and sentenced to twenty-five 
years in prison. 

Following the bank robbery and up until March 1975,LjLJ 
Susan Saxe, a notorious radical and feminist, was a fugitive ' 
from Justice. She was allegedly involved in a bank robbery - 
murder in Boston and was also fleeing from those charges. 

On March 27, 1975. ^Fftflarilv as a result o f the 
diligence and efforts of Special Agent F I of the 



Philadelphia Office, the Philadelphia Police were able to 
apprehend Susan Saxe. The arresting police officer viewed 
a wanted flyer of Saxe approximately one hour before the arrest.

Attached from Philadelphia Office advises 
Saxe appeared in U. S. District Court, 

Eastern District of Pennsylvania, and 
entered a plea of guilty to three counts of 
a six count Federal criminal indictment. 

Saxe also pled guilty to another Federal 
criminal indictment which charged her with 
the theft and related crimes at the Newbury 
Port Arsenal, Newbury Port, Massachusetts. 
U.S. District Judge delayed sentencing of 
Saxe until she had appeared at Boston, _ 
Massachusetts, to answer local charges in 
that state. Following disposition at 
Boston, Saxe will be returned to Philadelphia 
for sentencing for the 9/1/70 robbery of a 
Philadelphia Savings and Loan Association 
and the burglary of the Nev/bury Port
